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PREFACE. 



IN offering this short Manual to the Catholic 
Laity of the Anglican Church, it is perhaps 
advisable to remark that the object with which it 
has been comi>iled is to assist their devotions, and 
not to afford instruction- either on points of doc- 
trine or devotional practice ; consequently, wiUi 
few exceptions, this little book will be found to 
contain no directions as to matters with which it 
may be presumed a well-instructed Catholic will 
be acquainted. Bound up with the Book of 
Common Prayer, the English Catholic's 
Vadb Mecum will supply in one volume of 
convenient size all the Prayers necessary to enable 
Christians to perform their ordinary morning, 
mid-day, and evening devotions, to assist at the 
Sacrifice, to confess and communicate devoutly, 
to commemorate the Sacred Seasons and Saints' 
Da3rs, to assist the dying, to pray for the dead, 
to carry on family worship, and to join in the 
public offices of the Church. Beii^ intended for 
Christians living in the world, the forms of devo- 
tion are brief, and are, as far as possible, broken 
into paragraphs, so as to allow of their being 
shortened or extended at pleasure. 

The Orders for Prime and Compline are in- 
serted as being useful forms for fiunily devotion, — 
a pious practice, which should be omitted in no 
Christian family, except where all are in the habit 
of attending daily some public office in the Church.

It is yeHtuied to give the following suggestions as 
to the conduct of family prayers : — 

If there be no Oratory in the house, let some 
devotional picture' or representation {e.^., a picture 
or figure of the Crucifixion, Christ in His Mother's 
arms, &c.) be placed* in a conspicuous part of the 
room used fqr tne prayers. (Such an object should 
never be esteemed out of place in any room used 
by Christians for purposes of their daily life.) 
Before the prajers begin, let all be seated, and let 
the master of the family read a portion of the 
Sacred Scriptures, never more than a dozen or 
twenty verses, lest more be read than can be 
reallv remembered, (the Gospels, the exhortatory 
portions of the Epistles, parts of Proverbs, Wisdom, 
Ecdesiasticus, are the best adapted for this pur- 
pose) ; then let the Office of Prime (in the 
morning) or Compline (at night) be said, all 
kneeling or standing with their faces turned to- 
wards the Sacred Object mentioned : the resem- 
blance between the Ofiices given, and the Prayer- 
Book Mattins and Evensong is sufficiently dose 
to enable those who are well acquainted with the 
one, to know when to stand, kneel, &c., during 
the other. If the unvarving use of these Offices is 
found to be wearisome, (which many, however, do- 
not think to be the case,) the plan might be diver- 
sified by having during one week Prime in the 
morning, and one of the Litanies, according to the 
day of the week, in the evening ; the next week a 
Litany in the morning, and Compline at night, &c. 

The alterations and additions, which will be 
found in this Third Edition, have nearly aU been 
made at the suggtetion or with the advice of ex- 
perienced directors of conscience and others, who 
nave found the book useful to their people.

C\ LORD JESU CHRIST, King of everlasl-

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PREFACE. 



Some of my brethren in the priesthood having 
been kind enough to tell me that they had found 
"The English Catholic's Vade Mecum" of 
great help to them in their private devotions, it 
occurred to me that an appendix containing 
prayers, more especially adapted to priestly 
needs, might render the book still more accept- 
able to them ; in this idea my publisher, Mr. 
Palmer, concurred— hence the present " Sup- 
plement." 

In oflfering this addition to my former work to 
my brethren, I wish it to be distinctly understood 
that I have only endeavoured to be of use to 
them in the oratory and at the Altar ; this book 
consequently contains no devotions for use when 
visiting the sick, or other parochial ministrations, 
this want having been abundantly met in the 
well-known " Priest's Prayer Book. " Nor, 
although short offices for the Lesser Hours are 
given, does this book aim at supplying the place 
of a Breviary or Horarium ; the former in a com- 
plete English form may be secured by a joint 
use of the "Night Hours'* (Hayes), and the 
" Day Office of the Church " (Masters), both 
these works being founded on the reformed 
Roman Breviary. 

The sources whence the- devotions in this 
** Vade Mecum " for English priests have been 
derived are in great measure the ancient service 
books of the Church of Sarum ; where no other 
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source is indicated it maybe taken for granted 
that the offices and prayers are translated from 
the Sarum Missal, Breviary, Manual, or Ponti- 
fical. The only exceptions to this rule are the 
prayers "After Study,'* and "After Catechising," 
at pp. 84 and 87, the " Litany " at p. 90, and 
also some of the Short Devotions with which 
the work concludes, the origin of which has not 
been named in the course of the work, but it 
may be here stated that they are not " of 
Sarum," the first three being modem forms, not 
before printed, and the last named being derived 
from the French Missals. For the non-Sarum 
portions of the work it will be seen that recourse 
nas been had chiefly to three sources — i. The 
diocesan French liturgical books (principally 
those of Paris), as reformed in the last century. 
2. The Ratisbon (1862) edition of the Matmale 
Ordinandorum. 3. The Hor<s Sacrts Vitce Sa- 
cerdotalis (1841), compiled by Charles Eggert, 
Preacher of Ratisbon Cathedral. In the Manner 
of Celebrating (p. 43) the Sarum rubrics have 
been carefully followed. • 

In the work of translation I have always 
endeavoured to have regard to edification, rather 
than merely to an exact rendering of the 
original words into English. I have, conse- 
quently, not hesitated to paraphrase very freely 
expressions, to which (if strictly translated), 
theological or other objections might have been 
taken ; nor have I scrupled to omit or to add 
whole sentences where it appeared desirable to 
do so. It may be well, perhaps, to draw atten- 
tion to the fact that the Te igitur^ &c., has been 
omitted from the devotional additions to the 
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Anglican Eucharistic Office, because it seems quite 
superfluous to reiterate what has been aheady 
adequately expressed in substance in the " Prayer 
for tne whole state of Christ's Church ; " and in 
like manner the clause Per Quern hose omnia has 
been left out from the end of the Canon, since 
liturgists agree that (as the words themselves 
show), the phrase had no original reference to the 
Eucharistic Gifts at all, but to offerings of the 
fruits of the earth, which, having been presented 
at the Offertory, were blessed by the Celebrant 
at the end of the Canon. The collection of 
Collects (p. loo) is intended to supplement those 
in the Book of Common Prayer ; tnis will explain 
the principle of their selection. As this ** Sup- 
plement'* is intended to be used in combination 
with the " Vade Mecum,'* nothing has been here 
given which has been already supplied in the 
original work. 

I do not know that I need add anjrthing 
further as to the scope of this book or the 
sources from whence it is derived ; and so with 
its merits (if it has any), and wiUi its defects, 
which I hope are not so serious as to negative 
its prospect of usefulness, I venture to commend 
it to the favourable notice of my brethren.

Abridged from the Manuale Ordinandamm, 

OUR FATHER, Which art in heaven. Who 
in the Sacrifice of Thy beloved Son, our 
great Hieh Priest, hast both fulfilled all the sacri- 
fices of uie old law, and hast also given us a per- 
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feet example to follow ; grant that, by Thy grace, 
we may be conformed to the image of Thy Son, 
Who taking the form of a servant became like 
unto us. And even as He offered Himself wholly 
unto Thee, do Thou grant that we also may offer 
ourselves, a living sacrifice, unto Thy Divine 
majesty ; and that our sacrifice of ourselves may 
be accepted, we also offer unto Thee Thy well 
beloved Son, to the glory of Thy Name, in thanks- 
giving for Thy benefits, that through Him our 
prayers may be accepted, and as the propitiation 
for our sins. 

I. Adoration. Hallowed he Thy Name^ O 
Lord Tesu Christ, Who seeking not Thine own, 
but Thy Father's glory, didst deliver Thyself up 
for us all, an Offering and a Sacrifice to God for 
a sweet-smelling savour. I praise and worship, 
from the bottom of my heait, Thy power, good- 
ness, vdsdom, justice, and mercy which do so 
marvellously shine forth in this Sacrifice, and, 
work of our redemption.' I rejoice that through 
the Sacrifice of Thyself Thou hast provided a 
new and living way whereby men may worship 
the true and living Grod, in the sacred Memorial 
of that Sacrifice which Thou hast commanded to 
be offered in Thy Church. In union with which 
pure Oblation, which I am now about to offer 
unto Thee, I offer to Thee my whole self, my un- 
derstanding, my memory, my will, as a whole 
burnt saci^ce unto Thee, until Ihy kingdom 
comet O Thou Prince of the Kings of the earth. 
O Jesu, my King and my Grod, in this holy Sacri- 
fice I choose Thee as my everlasting Lord, and I 
offer myself to Thee as Thy servant. Blessed be 
Thy Name, O Lord, henceforth, world without 
end. 
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II. Eucharist. Thy will he done, O Lord 
Jesn Christ, Who didst come into this world to 
do Thy Father's will, and so to accomplish the 
work of our redemption, which He gave Thee to 
fulfil. From this Thy work of obedience all grace, 
salvation, and life, yea, and all good things, flow 
plenteously forth unto us. What can I render 
unto Thee, O Lord, for all that Thou hast done 
for us ? I know nothing more pleasing imto Thee 
tl^an to submit my will to Thee in all things. 
Therefore in union with Thy one offering of Thy- 
self, which I in this Eucharistic Sacrifice do show 
forth, I freely and entirely submit my whole will 
to Thee, now, and for ever, in thanksgiving for 
all that Thou hast done for me. Bless the Lord, 
O my soul, and forget not all His benefits. 

III. Impetration. Give its this day^ our 
daily breads O most loving Father, Who out of 
Thy boundless Hberality hast not spared Thine 
own Son, but hast given Him up for us all. How 
shalt Thou not, with Him also, freely give us all 
things ? Especially when that same Son hath 
promised that whatsoever we ask of Thee in His 
Name shall, be given unto us. Behold now, in 
His Name, and for the sake of His meritoiious 
Sacrifice, which I am about to show forth before 
Thee, I beseech Thee to give me daily bread for 
the body, that I may be strong for Thy service, 
and daily bread for the soul, even the gifts of 
Thy grace, that I may not faint nor fail on my 
journey, until at length I shall be satisfied with 
the fulness of Thy House. 

IV. Propitiation. And /orgive us our 
trespasses, O Father of mercies, with Whom we 
^ave an Advocate, Jesus Christ the Righteous, 
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Who is the Propitiation for our sins, Whom in 
these Holy Mysteries we offer unto Thee, while we 
celebrate the Memorial of His Sacrifice. Accept 
then this Propitiation, which I offer with a 
troubled spirit because of my sins, and with a heart 
at peace with all men, and as we forgive them 
thai trespass against uSt forgive us all our offences. 
But what wUf it profit .us to be set free from 
sins past, if we be not defended from sin in time 
to come ? Therefore we pray defend us. And 
lead us not into temptation. Keep far from us 
all occasions of falling, and do not in Thy just 
anger, give us over to the desires of our own 
hearts. Be with us in temptation, and suffer us 
not to be tempted above that we are able. But 
deliver us from evil, though for our sins we have 
deserved it, and for Thy Name's sake, for Thy 
Son's sake, be merciful to our sins for they are 
great. 

As the remedy for every evil, O Jesu, I draw 
near to Thee in the Sacrifice of Thy Body and 
Blood ; though I walk through the valley of the 
shadow of death I will fear no evil, for Thou art 
with me. Amen.

Then he vests himself in amice, aide, 
girdle, stole crossed crver the breast, maniple, and 
chasuble. And while he vests, he says the Hymn 

following: —

COME, Holy Ghost, our souls inspire, 
And lighten with celestial fire :

At 
Bre*f«ad and wi»f«ne, and His most blessed 
Bo»^dy and Blo*J*od, he maizes the sign of the 
Cross first over the bread, and then over the chalice, 
2 he Priest then wipes his fingers on the purifi- 
cator.

Here he- makes 
three crosses over the Host and chalice together, 
a pu*f«re, ho*J*ly, and spot»J«less Offering, Here 
one cross over the Host, even the Holy »J* Bread 
of eternal life. Here one cross over the chalice, 
and the Cup 4^ of everlasting salvation. 

With expanded hands the Priest proceeds 
Upon which may it please Thee to look with 
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favourable and gracious countenance, and to 
accept them as a holy Sacrifice, and a spotless 
Offering at our hands ; even as it pleased Thee to 
accept Thy righteous servant Abel when he 
offered gifts unto Thee, and our forefather Abra- 
ham, and the high priest Melchisedech, when 
they offered sacrifice. ITierit bowing down, with 
his hands crossed on his breast the Priest con- 
tinues^ We humbly beseech Thee, Almighty God 
to command these our supplications and prayers 
to be carried by the hands of Thy holy Angel, to 
Thine Altar on high, before the sight of Thy 
divine Majesty, so that whosoever Here fie places 
his hands on the corpoiais and kisses the Altar y 
on the same, to the right of the Sacrifice by par- 
taking at this Altar, shall receive Here he crosses 
the Host the most holy Bo>f<dy Here he crosses 
the chalice and Blo>J-od of Thy Son Here he 
crosses himself toslj be fulfilled with all grace and 
heavenly bene>{«diction ; through the same Christ 
our Lord. • 

Be mindful, also, O Lord, of the souls of 
Thy servants and handmaidens N. and N. who 
are gone hence before us, with the sign of 
faith, and now do rest in the sleep of peace ; we 
beseech Thee, O Lord, to grant unto them, and 
unto all who rest in Christ, a place of refresh- 
ment, of light, and of peace ; through the same 
Christ our Lord. 

Here he smites his breast once, and says. 

And although we be unworthy sinners, yet for- 
asmuch as we do put our trust only in the multi- 
tude of Thy mercies, may it please Thee to grant 
unto us, als0| some part and fellowship with Thy^ 
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holy Apostles and Martyrs, and with all Thy 
Saints, uito whose company we beseech Thee to 
admit us. not weighing our merits ; bat pardon- 
ing our offences ; through Christ our Lord. Here 
the Priest uncovers the chalice ^ and taking the large 
Host in his right hand, he Jive times signs the 
chalice with the JHost^ sayings by Wh*J*om, and 
with Wh«|-©m and in Wh^-om, in the unity of the 
Holy *J< Ghost, all honour and glory be unto 
Thee, O Father ^J* Almighty, Here he breaks the 
large Host in twoy replaces it on the paten, and 
covers the chalice^ saying, world without end. 
Amen. 

XV. Then with folded hands, placed on the 
corporaSy and humbly bowing down, the Priest 
shall say secretly these prayers following, 

OLAMB of God, That takest away the 
sins of the world, have mercy upon us. 
O Lamb of God, That takeat away the sins of 
the world, have mercy upon us. 

O Lamb of God, That takest away the sins of 
the world, grant us Thy peace. 

At service for the dead instead of Have mercy, 
Sec, shall be said thrice,^ Gr&nt them rest, with 
this addition at the third repetition, everlasting.

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The Priest says the following prayers privately ; 
holding the Host in both hands,

Then bowing down towards the chalice, he says 
secretly, with folded hands, 

HAIL to all eternity, Thou heavenly Drink, 
my chiefest Sweetness above all things, 
and beyond all things. The Body and Blood of 
oiu* Lord Jesus Christ profit me, a sinner, for 
everlasting healing unto eternal life. Amen. 

Then taking the chalice with his right hand, 
he signs himself Therewith, saying. In the 
Na*}*me, &c. And then receives Thereof The 
Priest replaces the chalice, covets it with the 
pall, bows down, with folded hands, and says, 

I GIVE thanks unto Thee, O Lord, Holy 
Father, Almighty Everlasting God, Who 
hast refreshed me with the most holy Body and 
Blood of Thy Son our Lord Jesus Christ ; and I 
pray that this Sacrament of our Redemption, which

XVI. Then the Priest taking one Host into the 
thumb and forefinger of his right hand, and 
holding It over the paten (which he holds in his 
left hand) he turns to the people. When 
those who are to communicate are conveniently 
placed (it the communion rail, the Priest begins at 
the south side to deliver to them the Sacrament of 
the Body, making the sign of the Cross with the 
Host before he communicates each person, while he 
says, Tlie Bo»J*dy of our Lord Jesus Christ, &c. 
Afterwards, he communicates them Jrom the 
chalice, having first placed the paten on the 
Altar, and covered it with the pall. At the words.

All 
having communicated, the Priest cleanses the brim 
of the chalice with his mouth, and places the paten 
on the top of the chalice, covering both with the 
pall.

XVII. The Priest with extended hands, stand" 
ing in the midst of the Altar, recites the Lord^s 
Prayer, joining his hands at For Thine is the 
kingdom. The clerk moves the Book to the south 
side of the Altar, 2 he Priest, having gone to 
the south side, recites one or other of the Post- 
Commanion Prayers, with extended hands, joining 
them at Through Jesus Christ, &c. Then going 
to the midst of the Altar, he says, expanding 
find then joining his hands. Glory be to 
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God on high, and returning to the south side, re- 
cites the rest of the hymn at the Book, bowing ai 
the words y Jesu Christ ; We wo»^hip Thee ; and 
Receive our prayer. This ended, he returns to 
the midst of the Altar, and bowing doTJun, says 
secretly, with folded hands, 

LET the homage I have offered unto Thee in 
this my service, be pleasing unto Thee, 
Holy Trinity, and grant that this sacrifice which 
I, unworthy, have presented before the eyes of Thy 
Majesty, may be acceptable unto Thee, and may 
obtain favour, through Thy loving kindness, for 
myself and for all for whom I have offered it ;

Then raising himself he says aloud facing the 
Cross, The Peace of God, &c., tuminp round to 
the people, and signing over them at. The Father, 
►J< the Son, and the Holy Ghost. 

XVIII. Uncovering the paten, the Priest care- 
fully receives all that remains of the Sacra- 
ntent of the Body, removing with his thumb and 
forefinger all crumbs into the chalice, 7 hen 
taking the chalice, he receives together the crumbs 
front the paten, and all that remains of the 
Sacrament of the Blood, The cltrk brings the 
wine and water cruets to the Altar, The Priest 
going to the south side holds out the chalice with 
his right hand, the clerk pours a little wine into 
it, the Priest rinses the chalice with it, ana re- 
ceives it saying secretly, 

GRANT, O Lord, that what we have received 
with our mouth, we may keep with a pure 
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mind, and so may Thy Body and Blood become 
our everlasting healing. 

Then holding the howl of the chalice with both 
hands ^ so that the thumbs and forefingers of both 
hands meet over the bowl of the chalice ^ he holds 
the chalice to the clerk^ who pours over his thumbs 
and forefingers into the chalice^ first a few drops of 
wine and then a sufficient quantity of water. The 
Priest rinses the chalice with this wine and water ^ 
and then receives the same^ saying secretly , 

LET this Holy Communion, O Lord, cleanse 
us from sin, and make us partakers of 
Thy heavenly healing. 

Then^ having wiped the chalice with the 
purificatory the Priest covers it with purificatory 
paten^ pally silk veil ; then folding the corpotas, 
and placing it in the burse y he puts it on the top of 
the chaliccy which he places thus covered in the 
midst of the Altar ; this done he bows down, and 
says secretly y with folded hands y 

LET us venerate the sign of the Cross, where- 
on was accomplished the mystery of our 
redemption. 

XIX. Taking the covered chalice with his right 
handy and placing his left on the top of ity the 
Priest makes a reverence towards the CrosSy and 
departs from the Altar saying secretly y 

St. John i. 1. 

IN the beginning was the Word, and the Word 
was with God, and the Word was God.

Common of "Boly Women, — O God, Who art 
the life of Thy faithful people, the glory of the 
humble, and the happiness of the righteous ; at 
the intercession of blessed N., mercifully regard 
our prayers, that the souls which thirst for Thy

MEDITATION I. 
On the Excellence of this State. 

I. How great this state is thou mayest know 
by the wonderful titles given to Priests. For in 
the Holy Scriptures, and by the Holy Fathers 
they are called Angels of the Lord, Vicars of 
Christ, Helpers together with God, the Light of 
the world, the Salt of the earth, Leaders and 
Rulers of the flock, Mediators between God and 
the people. Bearers of the Heavenly Key, and 
many more such like titles. O glorious appella- 
tions ! But are they meaningless, as far as thou 
art concerned ? Take heed to fulfil in thyself 
their wondrous meaning, "that the name may 
agree with the deeds, and the deeds answer to 
the name, lest an empty name become unto thee 
a great sin," as St. Ambrose saith. 

II. Know the excellence of this state as well 
from the honour due to Priests and paid to them. 
They seem to be almost put on a level with God. 
Scripture saith, ♦* Fear the Lord with all thy 
soul, and reverence His Priests." "Touch not 
Mine anointed." "He that receiveth you, 
receiveth Me. He that heareth you, heareth 
Me ; and he that despiseth you, despiseth Me.'* 
St. Athanasius relateth that Blessed Anthony 
held Priests in the highest reverence, and was 

I 
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high aboTe human nature, and set free from oar 
weaknesses, they are brought to this pre-eminence. 
"What more ? These are they to whom is given 
spiritual child-bearing, since the birth of Baptism 
is by God committed to them ; by these we put 
on Christ, we are buried with God's Souf and are 
made members of that Blessed Head ; without 
their aid we can neither avoid hell, nor gain the 
reward of the crown laid up in heaven." O 
Priests of the Lord, how great is the dignity God 
hath committed unto you ! How great is 
the prerogative of your order! Ye are made 
like unto the Son of God. Let this mind 
be in you which was also in Christ Jesus, and so 
grow in virtue that ye may excel therein, and not 
in rank and order alone. * 

MEDITATION III. 

On Priestly Holiness. 

(From the " Imitation of Christ,", iv. 5.) 
I. If thou hadst angelic purity, and St. 
John the Baptist's holiness, thou wouldst not be 
worthy to receive nor to touch this Sacrament. 
For it could not become due to human merit that 
man should consecrate and touch Christ's Sacra- 
ment, so that he may receive the bread of Angels 
for food. Grand is this mystery, and great is the 
dignity of Priests, unto whom is given what is not 
granted to Angels. For only Priests lawfully 
consecrated in the Church have power to celebrate 
and to consecrate Christ's body. The Priest is 
verily God's minister, using God's words, by 
God's command and institution ; God is then the 
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principal Doer and the invisible Worker for Whom 
everything that He desireth cometh to pass and 
all things obey what He commandeth. 

II. Thou oughtest, therefore, more to believe in 
Almighty God in this most excellent Sacrament, 
than in thine own senses, or any visible sign. 
Therefore thou oughtest to draw near to this 
work with fear and reverence. Take heed then 
and see what ministry it is that was committed 
unto thee by imposition of the Bishop's hands. 
So thou art made a Priest, and art consecrated to 
celebrate ; see now that faithfully and devoutly at 
due times thou ofFerest sacrifice to God, that thou 
mayest show thyself irreproveable. Thou hast 
not lightened thy burden, but art now bound by 
a tighter bond of discipline, and art held to 
greater perfection in holiness. A Priest ought to 
be decked with all virtues, and to give to others 
example of a good life. His conversation ought 
not to be occupied with the common and usual 
ways of men, but with angels in heaven or with 
perfect men on earth. 

HI. A Priest arrayed in sacred vestments 
occupieth the room of Christ, that earnestly and 
humbly he may pray to God for himself, and all 
the people. He hath before and behind him the 
sign of the Lord's Cross that he may ever bear in 
mind the Passion of Christ. He carrieth the 
Cross on the chasuble in front that he may learn 
diligently to look upon Christ's footsteps, and 
fervently seek to follow him. He is marked with 
the Cross behind, that he may learn gfently to bear 
adversities brought upon him by others, for God's 
sake. He beareth the Cross in front that he may 
deplore his own sins, and beliind, that he may 
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weep with compassion for those of others, and 
may remember that he is an ordained mediator 
betwixt God and the sinner ; nor must he slack 
bis prayers, nor his holy oblations until he hath 
been counted worthy to obtain grace and mercy. 
When a Priest doth celebrate, he honoureth God, 
rejoiceth the Angels, buildeth up the Church, 
helpeth the quick gaineth rest for the departed, 
ancf maketh himself partaker of all good things. 

MEDITATION TV. 

Of Priestly Knowledge, 

I. Consider how great is the necessity of know- 
ledge to a Priest. God, when commanding the 
Priests of the Old Law, to observe sobriety, 
especially when engaged in sacred ministratious, 
gave as a reason for the command, " That ye 
may put difference between holy and unholy, and 
between unclean and clean ; and that ye may 
teach the children of Israel all the statutes which 
the Lord hath spoken unto them." In the book 
ofMalarhi it is said, " The Priest's lips should 
keep knowledge, and they should seek the law 
at his mouth.'* '* A Bishop," saith the Apostle, 
«* must be apt to teach." An unlearned and 
unskilful Priest, besides being a disgrace to him- 
self and to the Church, is altogether unfit to 
teach and to exhort the people under his care, 
which nevertheless he must needs do ; and it is 
greatly to be feared that the blind thus leading 
the blind both may fall into the ditch of eternal 
destruction. God saith, "Because thou hast 
'ejected knowledge, I will also reject thee, that 
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thou shalt be no Priest to Me." Do these words 
apply unto thee ? Groan over thy sloth ; tremble 
at tne curse of God; and whilst thou thus 
mournfully thinkest over the evils bred of the 
ignorance of Priests follow the counsel of Peter, 
and "add to your virtue knowledge, that you 
may be neither barren nor unfruitful in the know- 
ledge of our Lord Jesus Christ." 

II. Consider of what sort a Priest's knowledge 
ought to be. I. He ought to know what he 
most requireth for his own sanctification and 
perfection, wherein he is most lacking, in 
what virtue he is most deficient. 2. All that 
pertaineth to' the due performance of the offices 
and rites of the Church, especially as concemeth 
the most Holy Eucharist. 3. All that is necessary 
to make his ministrations most profitable to the 
people committed to his charge. To gain this 
knowledge he can never sufficiently study the 
sacred Scriptures, and the writings of the fathers 
of the Church, and approved theologians. Care- 
fully examine thy conscience as to all this. What 
hitherto hast thou done to acquire this most 
necessary knowledge ? Art thou skilled in all that 
thou oughtest to know, whether as a Christian 
man, or as Christ's minister ? Art thou in this 
keeping back what thou owest to God or to thy 
neighbour? Rebuke and stir up thy sluggish 
nature by recalling the sa5ring, " That he who 
forgetteth shall be forgotten.'* 

III. Consider by what means thou oughtest to 
be seeking to increase and to improve in thyself 
true priestly knowledge. The chief means are : — 
I. Prayer, by aid of which the Saints, as St. 
Thomas testifies, profited more than by reading. 
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2. Careful labouTy continual study, such as the 
Apostle recommended lo St. Timothy. 3. Frequent 
conveisation on the things which thou hast read 
with the learned, or at least with thoughtful 
persons. Then there must also.be the purifying 
of the eye of the inward intention, so that in the 
pursuit and use of knowledge thou mayest not 
aim at gaining vainglory, or at satisfying mere 
curiosity, but mayest have the glory of God and 
the edification of thy neighbour always in view. 
Since Priests are so slothful and careless in the 
use of these means, it is not to be marvelled at 
that there is so much ignorance among them. 
Take heed lest thou be guilty of the same 
negligence, but earnestly strive that these things 
may be in you and abound. 

MEDITATION V. 

Of Priestly Zeah 

I. ** I have been very joalous for the Lord God 
of Hosts.'* " He who hath no zeal hath no love," 
saith Augustine. But he who loveth not in .what 
state doth he abide ? " In death," St. John 
answereth. O woeful lot of numberless Priests I 
A Priest is bound to have more zeal for the 
glory of God, and to labour more to pro- 
mote it than other Christians, since God hath 
given unto him more honour and glory than 
to other Christians. And doth it not become a 
Priest to glorify the God Who hath so glorified 
him ? Thou, therefore, O man of God ! take 
unto thyself zeal for His Holy Name, and strive 
to be wholly employed in defending and spread- 
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ing His glory, remembering what is written, 
** Them that honour Me I will honour, and they 
that despise Me shall be lightly esteemed.'* 
Groan over thy daily offences against the honour 
of thy God. Stir thyself up aflew to fresh ardour 
in good works, and let* this be evermore thy 
watchword and thy motto, To the greater 
Glory of God. 

II. " I will very gladly spend and be spent for 
you." St. Jerome remarks that those who have 
taken the office of the priesthood must make the 
salvation of others the gain of their own souls. 
At thy ordination the bishop told thee that thou 
wast set apart, " To teach and to premonish, to 
feed and provide for the Lord's family." Say then 
with St. Paul, << A necessity is laid upon me, woe 
is unto me if I preach not the Gospel." To 
inflame thy zeal, remember: — i. The worth of 
the soul; hear St. Bernard on this point, " O 
soul, signed with God's image, adorned with His 
likeness, espoused to Him by faith, dowered 
with the Spirit, redeemed by His blood, reckoned 
among Angels, capable of endless blessedness, 
heir of good things, partaker of reason." And 
these considerations made him to cry out with 
grief, ''An ass falleth and some one is found to 
lift her up ; a soul perisheth, and no one recks 
aught of it." 2. The excellence of thy work. 
Nothing could be more divine than to be a 
fellow- worker with God in the salvation of souls. 
St, Chrysostom saith, *' If thou wert to offer 
immense sums of money thou wouldst not do so 
much as if thou hadst converted one soul, that 
dear and beloved possession of God." 3. The 
promised reward. "They that turn many to 
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righteousness shall shine as the stars for ever and 
ever." O how hard is thine heart if none of 
these things move thee ! By prayer, by word, by 
good example, by all these things thou mayest 
forward the salvation of souls ; use them diligently 
and when at the last the gospel labourers bring 
their sheaves with them to the Lord of the 
Harvest, thou shalt not appear empty. 

III. "Lord I have loved the habitation of Thy 
house." Behold the thiVd object of priestly zeal. 
*' Chiefly doth it become a Priest,' saith St. 
Ambrose, " to adorn God's temple with becoming 
ornaments, that by this care the courts of the 
Lord may be made beautiful." St. Jerome saith 
of a holy man, " He was careful that the altar 
should be bright, the walls without dust, the 
pavement swept, the holy place clean, the 
vessels burnished ; and was affected by a pious 
carefulness about all sacred ceremonies.*' O 
example worthy of imitation by all ecclesiastics ! 
Too often doth it happen that while the 
private houses of the clergy and their dress bear 
every mark of care and even luxury, the interior 
of the House of God and the things employed 
for divine worship are dirty and mean, and 
repulsive to the eye. Oh shame ! Most surely, 
my dear brother, if thou hadst faith, if thou 
didst fear God, things would be otherwise 
ordered by thee. See then above all that thou 
hast a zeal for God's house, that thou mayest say 
with truth, " Lord I have loved the habitation of 
Thy house, and the place where Thine honour 
dwelleth : O shut not up my soul with the 
sinners." 
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MEDITATION VI. 
Of Priestly Chastity, 

I. Consider the excellence of purity. " Blessed 
are the pure in heart, for they shall see God." 
Fleshly passions when allowed to rise and to 
disturb the heart, blind the eye of the soul, and 
shut out that vision of God which by faith and 
love we may already enjoy. He who keepeth 
his body in temperance, soberness, and chastity 
preserves the eye of the soul clear and undimmed. 
The unchaste and the luxurious are often 
troubled in mind and perplexed with many 
doubts and uneasinesses. The chaste and 
temperate man clearly sees God already by faith, 
and seeing Him is at rest from disquiet and 
trouble of heart. Art thou sad and troubled 
with disquiet ? Ask thyself if thou art taming 
thy body and keeping the rebellious flesh in sub- 
jection. Chastity is the mother of peace. Luxury 
is the mother of disquiet. 

II. Consider the necessity of this virtue. St. 
Augustine saith, '* Unto all chastity is • most 
necessary, but chiefly to the ministers of the altar, 
whose lives ought to be the instruction of others.'* 
Art thou called to the priesthood in holy wed- 
lock ? Take heed that thou esteem thy marriage 
honourable, and let thy bed beundefiled. Art thou 
persevering in continence ? With fear and 
trembling continue in the grace, remembering 
the words of St. Athanasius, "O precious pearl, 
blessed is he that keepeth thee ! Blessed is he 
who by patience constantly cleaveth unto thee, 
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for after a little labour he shall by thee receive a 
great reward." And let all remember it becometh 
a minister of God to be defiled by no fleshly 
stain, but to shine with perfect chastity of body 
and soul.- How pure ought a Priest to be who so 
often entereth by his ministry into the very 
heavens themselves! St. Chrysostom saith, 
*' Uncleanness which in others is a crime, in a 
priest is sacrilege." 

III. Consider that purity and chastity are as 
frail as they are precious ; thou hast this treasure 
in an earthen vessel, and how soon may not that 
be broken ! Easily is it cast away, hardly may it 
be regained ! That thou mayest in this point be 
without reproof at the coming of the Lord, 
chiefly observe the following: — i. Chasten thy 
body and bring it into subjection; if thou 
accustom it to ease it will grow wanton to thy 
destruction. 2. Use but little wine, for it hath 
destroyed many. 3. Seek not the company of 
women, for, •' From garments cometh a moth, 
and from women wickedness." 4. Be on the 
watch principally at the beginning of temptation, 
and slay the enemy while he is young. 5. Never 
be idle, let the devil alway find thee occupied 
with, something. 6. Very greatly humble thy 
soul ; St. Bernard saith, " That chastity may be 
deserved, humility must be preferred." And 
chiefly commend thyself to the protection and 
mercy of thy Lord, the most pure Son of the 
most pure Virgin, the King of Virgins and the 
lover of chastity and continence. " Create in me 
a clean heart, (3 God !" 
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MEDITATION VII. 

A Priest ought to find much time for mental 
prayer and holy meditation, 

I. Consider how greatly holy meditation is 
commended in the Sacred Scriptures. God saith, 
" These words which I command thee this day 
shall be in thine heart ; and thou shalt talk of 
them when thou sitteit in thine house, and 
when thou walkest by ihe way, and when thou 
liest down, and when thou risest up." The 
wise man saith, " Let thy mind be upon the 
ordinances of the Lord, and meditate continually 
in His commandments ; He shall establish thine 
heart, and give thee wisdom at thine own desire." 
And in the Psalms we read, " Blessed is the man 
that walketh not in the counsel of the ungodly ; 
his delight is in the law of the Lord, and in His 
law doth he meditate day and night : whatsoever 
he doeth shall prosper.* ' Whence learn : — i . That 
meditation on the divine law is enjoined to all. 
2. That it ought to be frequent and careful ; 
hence he who will afford scarcely half an hour a 
day to it, is far from reaching the standard here 
set up. 3. That it is to be the source and fount 
whence all virtues proceed. And so it is said, 
** My son let not them depart from thine eyes." 

II. Consider what the saints have said of this 
duty of .meditation or mental prayer. St. Bernard 
" Dost thou ask where to find godliness ? Find 
time for meditation." St. Bonaventura, "Without 
good heed to this, all our religion is dry, imperfect, 
and nigh to destruction." St. Augustine, " As 
fleshly meats nourish the flesh, so by the Divine

Words and by prayers is the inward man nourished 
and fed." St. Chrysostom, " Prayer is to the 
soul what water is to the fish." St. Vincent of 
Paul, " What a sword is to the soldier, that 
prayer is to those engaged in the sacred ministry." 
Thus it came to pass that tliese, together indeed 
with all the Saints, were much given to prayer 
and meditation. Strive to imitate their example, 
that nothing keep thee back from a practice so 
necessary to a godly life. 

III. Consider the diflference in life between 
those who pray much and those who pray little. 
The first are not only preserved from grave sins, 
but they excel in virtue, and fulfil their ministry 
well. But the rest, even if they avoid heinous 
faults (which is hardly to be expected), are incon- 
stant, worldly, and in the exercise of their 
ministries are sure to give scandal and to hurt 
many souls. Thou mayst well bear in mind the 
admonition of St. Charles, ** That with the whole 
attention of the soul, it is thy duty to spend a 
certain space every day in meditation, and in the 
pursuit of silent prayer." 
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MEDITATION I. 
Institution of t?ie Eucharist, 

I. **Take, eat, This is My Body." Believe 
first, with living faith, that the Flesh, Blood, 
and Soul of Christ, together with His Godhead, 
are all in the most Holy Eucharist. Marvel at 
God's wisdom which found this new manner of 
communicating Him to us. Be astonished and 
praise the omnipotence which, in one moment, 
and by means of a few words, can cause so much 
to be under the species of bread and wine. Ac- 
knowledge the infinite love which doeth this. 
Even as the Father so loved the world that He 
gave His only begotten Son, so also the Son 
hath so loved that He hath given Himself, to be 
with us even unto the end of the world. O 
wonderful God, worthy of all love ! That He 
so thought of thee, miserable sinner, as to be- 
come incarnate for thee was enough, but much 
greater love doth He shew by becoming as it 
were again born for thee, and bringing with Him 
unto thee all that He had that first time ! What 
reward wilt thou give unto the Lord ? 

II. " The Lord Jesus in the same night that He 
was betr&yed took bread," &c. Consider the 
time of the Institution of the Eucharist. It was 
at that same time wherein envy was plotting 
against His life, when the hatred of the Jews 
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was hot against Him. Thus the waters of per- 
secution could not quench His love; thus He 
loved us even when we were enemies. The near- 
ness of torments, of the cross, and of shame do 
not separate Christ from thee, but bring about a 
greater union, by means of this Sacrament of love 
and unity. Who shall separate us from the love 
of Christ ? shall tribulation, or distress, or per- 
secution, or famine, or nakedness, or peril, or the 
sword ? Say then in conclusion with great and 
burning love, ** In all these things we are more 
than conquerors through Him That loved us.*' 

III. ** While they were eating Jesus took bread." 
Consider who are those whom Christ called to 
this Banquet: the Apostles, and among them, 
even Tudas, as is generally supposed. But what 
a difference in the receivers f the first received 
with most ardent devotion, and not only with a 
bodily but with a spiritual reception; the last 
received in a bodily manner alone, being in spirit 
intent upon betraying Christ. Behold "how this 
wild beast is not tamed by the Food of Love, 
and call to mind how that wickedness becometh 
a chain, when the evil passion from which it 
taketh its rise is not promptly repressed. 



MEDITATION II. 

The* Eucharist a Memorial of Chrisfs Passion, 

I. " He instituted this Sacrameut as a never- 
ending Memorial of His Passion," saith St. 
Thomas Aquinas. That there might be an un- 
ceasing Memory of. His bloody Sacrifice, He 
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instituted an unbloody one to be daily offered. 
He was once offered for us, but He found a way 
whereby His offering might be continually re- 
presented. And thence may we not conclude that 
had it been needful Christ would have died many 
times for us ? Acknowledge His love. But thou 
makest no return unless thou also offerest thy- 
self daily. They that are Christ's, have crucified 
the flesh, with the affections and lusts. 

n. " This do in remembrance of Me." How 
great the work was which He wrought by His 
Passion may be estimated, when He desired Him- 
self to be the Memorial thereof. This com- 
pelleth thee to a continual memory of so great 
a benefit, since it consisteth not in thought alone, 
but is expressed also in inward affection and in 
outward act. For we who celebrate the 
Mysteries of the Lord's Passion ought to imitate 
in our lives that which we perform by our actions, 
as saith St. Gregory. 

m. " As oflen as ye eat this Bread and drink 
this Cup ye do shew the Lord's Death," As often 
as thou receivest the Eucharist, think of thyself as 
the Sepulchre of the Dead Christ. It would not 
have been worthy except it had been new ; He 
would be put in a new tomb. Thou art not new 
except thou hast slain the old man. It is needful 
that while we do this, we should slay ourselves a 
sacrifice to God by contrition of heart, saith St. 
Gregory. What sayest thou to this ? make ready 
the Inufe, and offer thyself a victim unto Him 
Who gave Himself a Victim for thee. 
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MEDITATION III. 
The Dignity of the Worthy Communicant. 

I. **We will come unto him and make Our 
abode with him." He who receiveth the Eucharist 
is made God's habitation. That thou mayest 
understand how great is this dignity, think of 
the womb of the most blessed Virgin, wherein 
when made Man He first dwelt, what great graces 
were heaped upon her ! And the veiy same 
cometh to dwell in thee by the Eucharist. How 
great is this condescension ! But suffer not to 
dwell in thee the unclean beasts of imrestrained 
passions. 

II. " "Whoso eateth My Flesh and drinketh My 
Blood dwelleth in Me, and I in him." He who 
receiveth the Eucharist is not only made to be 
God's habitation, but by a marvellous union be- 
cometh one with Him. Reckon, if thou canst, 
how great is this dignity, to be made one with 
Christ's Humanity, and in a manner by this means, 
to become one with the Person of the Word, 
and with the whole Trinity. Consider to what 
such glory compelleth thee, thou who art one 
with God must pluck thyself out of the mire of 
created things; so that thy words, deeds, and 
thoughts may be such as become a member of 
Christ. 

III. "As I live by the Father, so he that 
eateth Me even he shall live by Me.** Call to 
mind the excellence of union with Christ. Even 
as the Son receiveth from the Father His es- 
sence. His life, and all His perfections, so that 
He is one God with God the Father, liveth 
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in Him, and hath with Him the same perfections, 
knowing, willing, and working even as He know- 
eth, willeth, and worketh ; even so, by reception 
of Uie Eucharist, thou art made partaker of the 
life and perfections of Christ. Thou oughtest 
therefore to feel, to will, to do, to suifer with 
Him. Union with Christ will work this in thee, 
except thou dost put a stumbling block in the 
way. 

MEDITATION IV. 
The Dispositions for Communion, 

I. ** In Heaven hath He set a tabernacle for 
the Sun." That mind should be pure as Heaven 
wherein Christ the Sun of Righteousness is to 
come to make His tabernacle. The greatness of 
the Guest demandeth a holy and majestic guest- 
chamber. Weigh well Who He is, and to 
whom He cometh. If it became the Mother 
who was to conceive God's Son to shine with 
purity so great, that God's purity alone could be 
greater; the same becometh thee, for thou re- 
ceivest the same as she received. But this purity 
consisteth not alone in freedom from sin, but also 
in cleansing of the affections, and in being adorned 
with virtues. Canst thou not claim purity such 
as this ? How needful that thou shouldst labour 
to attain it ! Thou wilt attain it if thou art in 
earnest. Say with the leper, Lord, if thou wilt. 
Thou canst make me elean. Have faith. He will 
put forth His hand, and will say, I will, be thou 
clean. 

II. **To him that overcometh will I give to 
eat of the Tree of life which is in the midst of the 
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Punidise of God." That is, which is in the Church 
Militant bv the Real Presence in the Sacrament 
of the Aitar. That thou mayest enjoy this 
Mystery it is needful for thee to overcome thy- 
self, and to subdue thine appetites to reason, and 
thy reason to Grod. Thou dost not come worthily 
enough except thou overcome thyself. How 
great a field (or victories thou hast within thee ! 
pride, ambition, self-esteem, vaingloriousness, 
wrath, impatience, spiritual sloth, lukewarmness, 
and such like, whicn thou knowest; overcome 
these, and thou shalt eat of the Tree of Life. 
How different wouldst thou be to what thou art, 
if each time thou earnest near to the Altar thou 
didst overcome even one of these foes ! 

III. " Behold, I will rain Bread from Heaven 
for you, and the people shall go out and gather 
a certain rate every day." Here the manna is 
promised, a figure of the Eucharist, which is also 
m very truth that Rain which descendeth upon 
the just and upon the unjust. How great is 
God's goodness, giving Himself so liberally ! But 
that thou mayest enjoy His bounty thou must go 
out. Whence ? whither ? Rupertus shall answer. 
From thy former conversation, firom thine old life. 
For if the old man be not put away, we cannot 
gather this manna. Weigh well how far the old 
man is alive in thee ; how it behoveth thee to 
slay him that thou 'mayest put on the new man. 

MEDITATION V. 
On the Same Subject. 

I. "I will satisfy her poor with Bread." Happy 
poverty, which alone, as Rupertus saith, draweth 
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forth that great Alms from the King of kings* 
whereby He giveth nothing less than Himself ! 
This Bread is given as the Alms of the Great 
God. Empty thyself, empty thyself, that, being 
made poor, thou mayest be worthy of this Alms. 
Cast forth love of the world and the vanities 
thereof. He who is rich receiveth alms un- 
worthily ; he is unworthy of the Eucharist who is 
rich in worldly affections. Know that He who 
filleth the hungry with good things sendeth the 
rich empty away. Perchance here may be found 
the reason why from so many receptions of the 
Eucharist thou hast received so little fruit. 

n. ** If any man thirst, let him come unto Me 
and drink." Thou must bring the hunger and 
thirst of inherent desire to this food. This foun- 
tain of sacramental grace is only open to the 
thirsty : I will give imto him that is athirst of the 
Water of Life freely. For it is meet, saith St. 
Bernard, that the flame of holy desire should go 
before His face, to every soul unto which He is 
to come. 0, lukewarm soul! Dost thou not 
esteem it as sacrilegious to loathe this most pre- 
cious Food ? Verily thou art nigh unto loathing 
if thou desire It not. Stir up therefore, as often 
as thou art to draw near unto It, a fervent desire ; 
which should be excited by a lively faith in the 
dignity of this Food, in the love of God, in the 
greatness of the graces flowing from the Eucha- 
rist, and such like considerations. 

III. "When thou art bidden of any man to a 
wedding, sit not down in the highest room.'* 
Thou art about to draw near unto the wedding 
feast wherein God espouseth Himself unto thy 
soul. Who art thou? Who is He? Learn 
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6oHi His niftjesty Uime own onworthiness. But 
Unw mavest become worthy, if with sincere heart 
tboa ait' humble. He hath regarded the lowli- 
ness of His Handmaiden, and would enter her 
holies: womb ; He will not despise thy lowliness. 
And bow moch matter for numiliation thou 
ma5vst bnd if thoa wilt look for it ! Who art 
thoioi? Wbo is He? Cry out, as wdl thou 
mapest» Wliat is Thy servant, that Thou shouldest 
look apon snch a dead dog as I am ? 

ICEDITATION YI. 
Tk£ Ejjfeds of the Eucharist. 

I. "They had an eye unto Him and were 
lightened.** One fruit of beholding Christ, and 
still more drawing near to Him and receiving 
Him, is the obtaining of light to know the highest 
mysteries. For He is the True Light that Ught- 
eneth every man that cometh into the world. 
Alas, how great is thy blindness to divine things ! 
Knowest Uiou not that the disciples had their 
eyes opened, and knew the Lord in the breaking 
of bread .' See here the Physician of thy blind- 
ness. The Same Who of old asked the blind man 
at Jericho, What wilt thou that I should do unto 
thee } now asketh the same of thee. O the 
kindness of preventing grace ! Say confidently 
with the blind man, I^rd, that I may receive my 
sight. 

II. "Who satisfieth thy mouth with good 
things, making thee young, and lusty as an 
eagle." Thj soul groweth old when it lan- 
guisheth in vutue ; it becometh young when it is 
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vigorous. This old age often overtaketh thee, 
but thou must walk in newness of life. The 
most holy Eucharist is the best means of renew- 
ing thy youth ; hereby God satisfieth thy mouth 
with good things. If this were the oiUy good 
thou didst enjoy in this present life, to feed on 
the Lord^s Flesh, it alone would renew thy youth 
if thou didst receive it worthily. Value Him, 
praise Him, love Him, cleave unto Him ; and as 
often as thou comest unto Him, lay aside some- 
what of the old man. 

III. <' Mary arose in those days, and went into 
the hill country with haste." This was the effect 
of her having conceived her God. Since she was 
now full of God, where should she go with haste 
save to the heights ? saith St. Ambrose. Thou 
receivest in the Eucharist Him whom the Virgin 
conceived. The same then will be wrought in 
thee as in her, except thou dost put a stumbling- 
block ; thou wilt strive for the difficult things of 
virtue, and wilt go with haste toward the summit 
of perfection. Co-operate in this with God, 
Who desireth the same, lest by thy lukewarmness 
He ever find thee on low ground. God will lift 
thee up, but not without Uiyself. 

MEDITATION VII. 

Other Effects of the Eucharist, 

I. *< So man did eat Angels* Food." The most 
holy Eucharist is called Angels' Food, not be- 
cause Angels eat It, but because men by partak- 
ing thereof become as Angels. Cardinal Hugo 
saith, It is given unto men that they may become 
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Angels. How great would be thy happiness if 
thou wert made, as it were, free from the body, 
altogether spiritual, free from temptations, de- 
livered from thy passions. Verily, if thou art not 
yet made such, thou mayest be pressing forward 
to the attainment thereof. And what madness, 
when thou mightest be reaching forward to 
angeUc perfection, not to be striving so to do ! 

II. " As many as received Him, to them gave 
He power to become the Sons of God." An 
effect of the holy Eucharist is that it maketh thee 
a Son of God, not natural indeed, but adopted. 
And hereby thou al^o attainest the position of an 
heir ; if we are sons of God, then heirs, saith St. 
Paul. O wondrous condescension ! Weigh well 
what a Father thou hast ! what a Brother ! What 
love, what confidence, what reverence, oughtest 
thou to feel towards Him! But what an un- 
worthy son and brother thou hast hitherto proved ! 
Art thou not ashamed ? But what wilt thou do 
for the time to come, that thou mayest worthily 
call God, Father ; and Jesus, Brother ? St. Leo 
saith, Learn thy dignity, and thou shalt be 
made partaker of the divine nature, return not to 
the unworthy conversation of the old man. 

HI. ** Whoso eateth My Flesh and drinketh 
My Blood, dwelleth in Me and I in him." Here 
is a higher dignity thou dost by the holy Eucha- 
rist attain unto ; not only art thou made a son of 
God, but thou art made one with Him, so that He 
dwelleth in thee, and thou in Him. But for this 
it is needful that thou shouldest die to all in thy- 
self, and live only and alone unto God. O when 
will the time come when thou wUt be able to say, 
** I live, yet not I, but Christ liveth in me " ?

MEDITATION I. 

yesus our God. 

I. Who Cometh? Christ Jesus in Whom 
dwelleth all the Fulness of the Godhead bodily, 
and Whom all the Angels of God worship. O 
wondrous condescension ! And can it be believed 
that Gt>d will dwell with man on earth ? Love, 
praise, bless, give thanks, and cry out with Saint 
Thomas, My Lord, and my God. 

II. To whom doth He come ? To thee, the 
poorest and vilest of creatures, to thee who hast 
too often despised thy Creator, changing His 
glory into an idol. Thou hast, by thy sins, left 
Sie Lord thy God, and hast gone backwards 
after strange gods, the world, the flesh, the 
devil. Blush, miserable man that thou art, and 
with humble and contrite heart say with the 
publican, God be merciful to me a simier ; and 
with David, Have mercy upon me, O God, after 
Thy great goodness. 

ni. Wherefore doth He come ? To com- 
municate Himself wholly unto thee, that thy 
soul may be nourished by God, that thou mayest 
be made a partaker of the Divine nature, that 
thou mayest live for ever. Be astounded at God's 
munificence towards thee; pour out thy soul 
in praise and say, Praise the Lord, O my soul, 
and let all that is within me bless His Holy 
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Name ; pnise the Lord, O my soul, and forget 
not all His benefits. Resolve with thyself hence- 
forth no more to live to thyself, but unto Him. 



MEDITATION H. 
yesus our King, 

I. Who Cometh ? Jesus Christ, the King of 
glorvt the King of heaven and earth, the King 
of kmgs, and Lord of lords, thy King, the Kiug 
good and merciful, the King who hath counsel, 
equity, prudence, might, and whom all things 
serve. Ponder how great is the honour done to 
thee in being suffered to make of thine heart a 
guest chamber for so glorious a King. Idake 
ready for Him the best fairest place thou canst, 
sigh for Him, and say, O our King and Law- 
giver, come to save us ! 

n. To whom doth He come ? To an unfaith- 
ful servant, ungrateful, rebellious, backsliding. 
Confess against thyself thine own unrighteous- 
ness ; mourn for it with bitterness of heart, 
acknowledge Christ as thy Lord Most High, say 
unto Him with whole heart, Thou art alone my 
King, my soul shall be subject to none other 
than to Thee. 

in. Wherefore doth He come ? Not to deal 
with thee after thy sins by delivering thee to the 
tormentors, but, that He may by fresh gifts in- 
crease and multiply upon thee that lovingkindness 
which first received thee into His grace. He will 
summon thee to banquet and familiar intercourse 
with Himself, giving thee most sweet Bread from 
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Heaven, filling thy soul with good things. O in- 
comprehensible goodness ! Let thy mouth never 
cease to praise so gracious a King, and to tell of 
all His wondrous works. 



MEDITATION III. 
yesus our Master, 

I. Who cometh ? Christ Jesus, Who is given 
unto us both as a Governor and a Teacher, in 
Whom are hid all the treasures of wisdom and 
knowledge. Who hatfc the words of eternal life. 
Who is the Way, the Truth, and the Life. Con- 
gratulate thyself on having so great a Master, 
for many prophets and kings desired to hear Him, 
and heard Him not. The queen of the south came 
from the ends of the earth to hear the wisdom of 
Solomon, and behold a Greater than Solomon is 
here. See then that thou refuse not Him That 
speaketh, but be most attent, and bring unto 
him a teachable h^art and a ready ear. 

II, To whom doth He come ? To thee, an 
ignorant, and unteachable disciple, who receivest 
not the things of the Spirit of God, and who hast 
too often cast His words behind thy back. Re- 
pent thee of such great offences ; lest, in ven- 
gence thereof, this just and good Master hold His 
peace at thee, humbly and earnestly beseech 
Him saying with the leper, Jesus, Master, have 
mercy upon me ; or with David, Hide not Thy 
face from me, lest I be like imto them that go 
down into the pit. 

UI. Wherefore doth He come ? To teach thee

true understanding and knowledge, to fiD thee 
with the knowledge of His wiU, in all wisdom 
and spiritual understanding, that thou mayest 
walk worthy of the Lord unto all pleasing, beiog 
fruitful in every good work. O how grateful 
thou oughtest to be to Him for His coming ! Go 
forth to meet Him, and cry out, Blessed is He 
that Cometh in the Name of the Lord ! Hosanna 
to the Son of David ! Sit at His feet, and hear 
His wordy and after the example of His Elver- 
Virgin Mother, keep it, and ponder it in thine 
heart. 

MEDITATION IV. 
jfesuSf our Physician, 

I. Who Cometh? Christ Jesus the Great 
Physician of souls and bodies, as good as He is 
great, giving health and life to all ; unto Whom, 
in the days of His Flesh, they brought all that 
had any disease and He healed them. This 
should fill thee with gladness, stir up thy devo- 
tion, bestow upon thee confidence. Summon 
and exhort all the powers of thy soul and magnify 
His Holy Name. Praise the Lord, O my soul, 
Who healeth all thine infirmities. 

n. To whom doth He come? To one 
grievously and seriously sick, encompassed with 
many infirmities, not greatly desiring the Physi- 
cian, yea rather ungrateful for many past healings ; 
and what is worse, who hath many times, as one 
in a fever, raged against the Physician who 
Cometh to cure and to heal. O gracious and 
merciful Physician! O most sweet Jesus, I 
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confess myself to be wholly unworthy that Thou 
shouldest come under my roof to visit Thy ser- 
vant, but according to Thy great mercy think 
upon me, O Lord, for Thy goodness. Heal my 
soul, for I have sinned against Thee. 

III. Wherefore doth He come ? That He 
ma^r heal thee, and give thee perfect soundness. 
I will come, saith He, and heal him. Take Him 
at His word, give place to the Heavenly Physi- 
cian, for He is Himself the Lord that created 
thee, let Him not go from thee except He bless 
thee, for thou hast need of Him. Open unto 
Him freely and confidingly all the diseases and 
wounds of thy soul ; say to Him, Lord, behold 
he whom thou lovest is sick ; have mercy upon 
me, for my soul trusteth in Thee. At the same 
time take heed that thou observe His directions ; 
for he who will not keep the commands of his 
Physician destroyeth himself. 



MEDITATION V. 

JesttSf our Shepherd. 

I. Who cometh ? Jesus, the Shepherd and 
Bishop of our souls, who so loved His flock that 
He was content to die for them, and, as St. Gregory 
saith, " gave us His Body and Blood in our Sac- 
rament, that He might feed His redeemed sheep 
with the nourishment of His own Flesh." O 
chief and best ot shepherds! "For," as St. 
Chrysostom saith, " what shepherd ever fed his 
flock with his own blood ? But why speak I of 
shepherds ? There are many mothers who after 
the pains of childbirth give their children to 
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other nones. But tliis was not Thy way, O 
roost gracious Jesus, but Thou dost feed us with 
Thine OMm Blood, and in every way dost unite us 
to thyself." 

II. To whom doth He come ? To a sick and 
wandering sheep. Wonder at the Good Shep- 
herd's kindness. Mourn because of thy frequent 
wanderings. Quit His beloved fold no more; say 
with the Psalmist, ** I have gone astray like a 
sheep that is lost, O seek Thy servant, for I do 
not forget thy commandments." 

III. Wherelore doth He come ? He Himself 
hath declared the reason: <*The Son of Man is 
come to seek and to save that which was lost." 
And again : ** I am come that they might have 
life, and that they might have it more abundantly." 
O sweet and peaceable word to the sinner's ear ! 
Beseech that heavenly Shepherd to fulfil in thee 
that for which He came ; that as He liveth by 
the Father, so thou eating His Flesh, ma^est Uve 
by Him. The Gospel testifieth that His sheep 
hear His voice and follow Him. Do thou like- 
wise, that thou niayest at last be found of that 
number whereof he saith, ** And I will give unto 
them eternal life." 



MEDITATION VI. 

yesus, our Redeemer, 

I. Who Cometh ? Christ Jesus, the Lamb of 
God ; the Lamb without spot, by Whose Blood 
we are redeemed; Who is of a truth the 
Saviour of the world; Who hath loved us, 
and given Himself for us, the Just for the 
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unjust, that He might bring us to God. O 
wonderful mercy ! " Let them give thanks whom 
the Lord hath delivered." " And why ? Thou 
hast delivered my soid from death." 

II. To whom doth He come ? To one who 
was once the bond- slave of sin, and who hath 
often and often wasted the wonderful price paid 
for his ransom. O Lord, deal not with me after 
my sins ! I grieve, and will grieve that having 
been so often delivered by Thy grace, I have not 
stood fast in that liberty wherewith Thou hast 
made me free, but have been again and again 
entangled with the yoke of sin's bondage. Spare 
me, good Jesus, spare me, and cease not to be 
my Redeemer, even mine. ** Behold, thou hast 
graven me on the palms of Thine hands ; read 
what is written there, and save me." 

in. Wherefore doth He come? To deliver 
thee out of the hands of thine enemies, that thou 
mayest serve Him without fear, in holiness and 
righteousness before Him, all the days of thy 
life. Esteem thyself happy in being called to 
serve so great a Lord, ** to serve Him is to reign." 
Let this prayer ever ascend from thine heart : " I 
am Thine, O save me"; or that of St. Anselm, 
** O Jesus, be a Jesus to me, and save me.

MEDITATION VII. 

yesus, Priest and Sacrifice, 

I. Who Cometh ? Christ Jesus, Who is at 
once Priest and Sacrifice. The great High Priest, 
eternal, perfected, made higher than the heavens. 
The Sacrifice, holy, living, undefiled, acceptable 
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to God. Honour and love so great a Priest with 
all thy soul ; and having been made a partaker of 
His priesthood, pray that a double portion of His 
Spirit may rest upon thee. That this may be, 
plead His merits at the Altar, and say, " Behold, 
O God, our Defender, and look upon the face of 
Thy Christ." 

n. To whom doth He come ? Perchance to a 
wicked, useless, or unfaithful servant, to whom 
the terrible sentence may apply, " The Lord of 
that servant shall come in a day when he looketh 
not for Him, and in an hour that he is not aware 
of; and shall cut him asunder, and appoint him 
his portion with the hypocrites ; there shall be 
weeping and gnashing of teeth." Flee from this 
impending danger to the High Priest of our pro- 
fession. Who is able to save to the uttermost 
them that come unto Gt)d by Him. 

HI. Wherefore doth He come ? That He may 
become the Author of eternal salvation to all 
them that obey Him. That thou mayest obtain 
this good thing, it is necessary that even as 
Christ learned obedience by the things that He 
suffered, so thou shouldest also learn. Say then, 
out of an honest and good heart, with thy be- 
loved lilaster, ** Lo, I come to do Thy will, O 
God."

MEDITATION I. 

The Benefit of Creation, 

I. Consider, saith St. Francis de Sales, how 
few years it is since thou didst begin to have 
being and life in the order of nature, and before 
that thou wast not only less than a worm or an 
atom, thou wast nothing at all. O my soul, 
where were we then ? The world had stood for 
many ages, and yet nothing was heard of us. 
Well may we humble ourselves, and refrain from 
thinking anything great of ourselves, when we 
are of such small account. *' If a man think 
himself to be something when he is nothing, he 
deceiveth himself." 

II. Consider, he saith again, that God hath 
drawn thee from the depths of nothingness, and 
made thee to be what thou art, not from necessity, 
or for His own convenience, but only out of His 
great goodness. Laud and glorify thy Maker. 
Wonder that He left so many possible creatures 
in nothingness, and brought forth thee, a miser- 
able sinner ; and, hence understand how strictly 
thou art bound to serve and obey Him to whom 
thou owest all. 

III. Consider what nature God bestowed on 
thee, when He made thee. The noblest of aU 
visible beings, signed with the Creator's image, 
capable of eternal life, and of union with 
the Divine Majesty. Acknowledge, O man, thy 

L 
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dignity. " Thou art a great work of God," saith 
St. Ambrose, " great is that which God hath 
given thee.'* Magnify His power, and take heed 
not to corrupt thy nobility by sin. 



MEDITATION II. 

The End of our Creation, 

I. We were created and placed in this world that 
we might love and serve God and so gain eternal 
life. Meditate on this again and again. The 
service of God, and thine own salvation are thy 
business now and at every moment of thy life. 
All things else are vain or hurtful. Blush that 
thou hast so often gone after vanities. St. 
Bernard saith, "The reasonable soul is made in 
the likeneSs of God, other things may occupy it, 
but they cannot fill it." 

II. God hath given to man 'created things as 
aids in attaining his great end. He made man 
for Himself, and all things else for man. Why 
rest in created things as though they were thy 
last end ? Dost thou think they can afford true 
bliss to thy soul ? Why put things drawn from 
nothing before thy God ? Why abuse God's 
benefits so as to dishonour Him ? Strive to draw 
thy heart from visible things, and to fix it on 
things invisible. "Vanity of vanities, and all 
is vanity, except to love God and serve Him 
alone." 

III. Henceforth begin to love that which will 
lead thee to thy last end; obey the divine 
law ; practise holiness ,* shun the enticements of 
sin. Earthly happiness is not necessary to thee. 
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Desire that which is above. Often ask thyself, 
after St. Bernard's example, why thou hast come 
into the world. To seek honours, ease, pleasures ? 
Nay, thou wast bom for heaven ; seek heaven. 

MEDITATION III. 

The Benefit of Preservation, 

I. Consider that God Who hath made thee 
also preserves and guides thee, and that this 
benefit is as great as the first. The first took 
place once, this goeth on continually. Nor is 
greater power and love shown in the one than in 
the other. If then thou owest much to God for 
having once created thee, thou owest Him more 
for never ceasing to preserve thee. "While I 
live will I praise the Lord ; yea, as long as I 
have any being I will sing praises unto my God." 

II. Consider how many things God hath 
appointed for thy preservation and governance. 
First there are the holy Angels, who ever see 
His face, and who are sent forth to minister for 
them who shall be heirs of Salvation. Then 
there are the visible creatures which God doth 
cause to serve this end. The heaven with its 
planets ; the air with its birds ; the seas and 
floods with their fishes ; the earth with its beasts, 
fruits, flowers, colours, and perfumes. •* O Lord, 
our Govemour, how excellent is Thy Name in all 
the world. What is man that Thou art mindful 
of him ? *' 

III. Consider not only the good which God 
giveth, but the evils He turneth away from us. 
Call to mind the multitudes of sicknesses and 

L 2 
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misfortunes there are in the world, and how few 
have ever afflicted thee ! And why is this ? 
"It is of the Lord's mercies that we are not 
consumed, because His compassions fail not ; 
they are new every morning." Be grateful then, 
not in word or in tongue, but in deed and in 
truth. 



MEDITATION IV. 

The Benefit of Redemption, 

I. Consider by Whom thou hast been redeemed ; 
by the Son of the Highest, Who hath taken 
man*s nature to redeem Him from death. When 
man could not make an atonement for his own 
sin, His Creator came, and becoming mortal and- 
passible gave Himself to death for His creature. 
O the exceeding greatness of the divine love 
towards us ! 

II. Consider how thou wast redeemed. Grod, 
Who made us by a word, could have saved us 
by a word ; and when made Man, He could have 
saved us by one tear or one drop of Blood ; but 
instead thereof He endured sufferings untold, a 
shameful death. [Pause for a brief space, recall 
one by one the different sufferings of Christ.] 
This He did for thee, what hast thou done for 
Him? Let the love of Christ constrain thee; 
live no longer to thyself, but to Him Who died 
for thee. 

III. Consider from what thou hast been re- 
deemed. From I. Sins so great and grievous 
that only God's Son could know them, and make 
atonement for them. 2. Eternal death. 3. The

power of the devil and his angels. And now 
thou mayest become i. A Son of God. 2. Heir 
of Eternal life. 3. Partaker of the gifts of the 
Holy Ghost. "What reward shall I give unto 
the Lord for all the benefits He hath done unto 
me ? I will receive the Cup of Salvation, I will 
offer the Sacrifice of Thanksgiving, and will call 
upon the Name of the Lord.'* 

MEDITATION V. 

The Benefit of the True Faith. 

I. Consider that the benefit of Redemption 
would have profited us nothing, unless it had 
been followed up by the benefit of personal 
justification. Medicine is of no effect unless it is 
applied to the sick man, so neither is the Passion 
of Christ of any effect to us unless its benefits be 
applied to us by faith and the Sacraments of the 
Church. Hence see that thou canst not too 
highly appreciate the exceeding value of the gifts 
which thou hast received as a member of Christ's 
Holy Catholic Church. 

II. Consider that without the special help and 
assistance of God none can come to the true 
faith. "No man can come to Me, except the 
Father Which hath sent Me, draw him," saith 
Christ. Just as a man who stumbles is by his 
own nature dra^Ti down to the ground, so the 
soul, weakened by sin, naturally tends to the 
things of earth, unless lifted upwards by the aid 
of divine grace, coming to her from without. 
Hence the Apostle says, " By grace ye are saved 
through faith; and that not of yourselves it '-"• 
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the gift of God" ; and again, *''By the grace of 
Ood I am, what I am." 

III. Consider, how many whole nations and 
peoples have been left in the darkness of 
neathenism and heresy. And who maketh thee 
to differ from these? Wast thou bom among 
Christians, and brought up in the true Faith, or 
drawn to it in riper years, because of thine own 
merits ? No, reason and faith alike forbid such 
a notion ; the predestinating love of God pre- 
pared beforehand this grace for me, and now He 
hath called me, and justified me, and giveth me 
the blessed hope of glorification to come. " O 
the depth of the riches both of the wisdom and 
knowledge of God ! " Take the apostolic ex- 
hortation home to thyself. "Walk worthy of 
the vocation wherewith ye are called, with all 
owliness and meekness." 

MEDITATION VI. 

The Benefits Peculiar to Oneself, 

I. Besides the benefits common to all, thou 
canst number many benefits special to thyself, 
whether in the order of nature or of grace. Such 
as, being bom with a sound and healthy body; 
having grown up to thy present age ; being bom 
of weU to do parents, of good character ; being 
endowed with a mind of tolerable intelligence ; 
having had a good education, &c. These benefits, 
though far below the gifts of grace in value, are 
nevertheless divine gifts, and must be remembered 
with gratitude to Him Who gave them. 

II. Thou hast also special benefits in the order 
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of grace to be thankful for. That thou wast 
early taught to know, love, and worship God; 
that thou hadst frequent opportunities of Hearing 
sermons, and pious instructions ; of receiving the 
Sacraments, Sec. Remember God dealeth not 
thus with all. And where would thy soul have 
been had He left thee, as He hath left so many, 
without these and such like advantages ? 

III. Besides these there are those special 
benefits of God which are secret and known only 
to thyself. Secret inspiratio^is of the Holy Spirit ; 
special help against special temptations; for- 
bearance with thee in continuance in sin ; turning 
away from thee the just and lawful inward or 
outward consequences of thy sins, 8cc, And in 
the order of natural things, how often thou hast 
had wise and good thoughts suggested to thee 
which have turned to thy advantage ; how often 
thou hast been delivered from sickness, or the 
danger of it, &c. Add to all these those benefits 
which thou hast received, but which thy dull and 
ungrateful heart hath neither perceived nor 
known. "Praised be the Lord daily, even the 
God who helpeth us, and poureth His benefits 
upon us." 

MEDITATION VII. 

TTie Benefit of Ordination, 

I. " The Lord Himself is the Portion of mine 
inheritance, and of my cup." This ought to be 
the profession of every one who is enlisted in the 
sacerdotal army. "Who," saith St. Prosper, 
" is happier than he who hath his Maker for his 
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possession, and Grod Himself for his inheritance ? 
what is more precious than God ; what will 
suffice him for whom Uiis is not sufficient ?" Take 
heed that thou be not unmindful of the great 
excellence of thy state, and let St. Ambrose warn 
thee, that " he whose portion is Grod ought to 
care for nothing but God, and, separated from all 
stain of sin, should have nothing in common with 
the world." 

n. " Blessed are the people whose Grod is the 
Lord; and blessed are the folk that He hath 
chosen to Him to be His inheritance.** These 
people, these folk, are the ministers of the Church, 
who have not only made Grod their portion, but 
who have been chosen by Him to be His in- 
heritance. " Ye have not chosen Me, but I have 
chosen you, and ordained you." These chosen 
ones the Lord calleth " not servants but friends." 
O blessed discipleship ! O desirable lot ! Take 
heed to show thyself worthy of this vocation, and 
as He who hath called thee is holy, so be thou 
holy. 

ni. "Ye see your calling, brethren." Thou 
hast been called with this vocation that, executing 
thy sacred ministry in holiness and righteousness, 
thou mayest glorify God ; show forth the death 
and sacrifice of Jesus at the Altar ; sanctify souls 
by the ministry of the Word and Sacraments ; 
become an "earthen vessel," from which the 
treasures of divine grace may be poured out on 
the people. Endued with so blessed a dignity, 
take heed : i. To humble thjrself, and esteem thy- 
self unworthy of it. 2. To be ready to obey Christ 
thy Lord in ail things. 3. To make the fulfil- 
ment of thy ministry the one and only business of 
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thy life. " They that have ministered well, pur- 
chase to themselves a good degree, and great 
boldness in the faith which is in Christ Jesus."

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Monday : Name of Jesus. 

Before, Is any among us sad ? Let the Name 
of Jesus come into his heart, and thence spring 
up to his lips. And behold, at the rising light of 
that Name every cloud departeth, and peace 
retumeth. . 

O Almighty Father accept our prayers and 
Oblations for His Name's sake, in which if we ask 
anything we trust certainly to receive the same, 
according to the promise of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who liveth, &c. 

After, Jesus doth comfort the miserable; 
Jesus healeth the wounds of sin; Jesus con- 
quereth hell ; Jesus doth put death to flight. 
Let the Name of Jesus Most High sound from 
every mouth, and let the heart with the mouth 
agree. 

Grant, we beseech Thee, Almighty God that 
by receiving these tremendous mysteries we may 
worthily worship our Lord Jesus Christ, at Whose 
Name every knee shall bow, and "Who liveth, &c. 

Tuesday : The Holy Ghost. 

Before, The Grace of the Holy Spirit assist 
us, and make our hearts an habitation for Him, 
all spiritual wickedness being driven thence. 

Let thy Holy Spirit, O Lord, sanctify our Gifts, 
and enable us to serve Thy divine Majesty with a 
good conscience and faith unfeigned ; through, 
&c. 

After, O gracious Spirit, Enlightener of men, 
purge away the dreadful darkness of our souls ! 
O Lover of holy thoughts, mercifully pour thine 
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unction into our minds ! O Cleanser of all 
filthiness of the spirit, purify the eye of our inner 
man that we may see God ! 

Having been made partakers of Thy heavenly 
Gift we humbly beseech Thee, O Lord, that the 
inward anointing of Thy Holy Spirit may make 
us strong against all the deceits of the world ; 
through, &c.

Wednesday: All Saints. 

Before, O truly blessed is the Church our 
mother, glorified with such honour by the divine 
mercy ! The glorious blood of the conquering 
mart5rrs doth adorn her, the snow-white Virginity 
of unbroken confession of faith doth clothe her. 
Among her flowers neither roses nor lilies are 
lacking. 

Let our Oblations be pleasing in Thy sight, O 
Lord, which we offer unto Thee, making mention 
of All Saints ; and grant that by Thy gift of Thy 
grace we may become meet to be fellow-citizens 
with them, who, although already safe themselves 
in eternal life, are nevertheless careful for our 
salvation ; through, &c. 

After, How happy is that city where a per- 
petual feast-day is kept ! How joyful are those 
courts where care never cometh ! No weariness 
is there, nor old age, nor guile, nor fear of the 
enemy, but one united voice of them that rejoice, 
and one burning love in all hearts. 

We worship Thee, O God, as wonderful, and 
only Holy among all Thy Saints; humbly be- 
seeching Thee for Thy grace whereby, perfecting 
holiness in Thy fear, we may be prepared to 
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pass from this Table of pilgrims to the eternal 
Banquet of the heavenly country ; through, &c. 

Thursday : The Eucharist. 

Before. O precious and wonderful Banquet, 
health-giving, and full of all sweetness ! For 
what could be more precious than this Feast, 
wherem not the flesh of bulls or of goats, as 
under the old Law, but Christ Himself, true Grod, 
is set before us to be received ? 

O Grod,Who hast done away the diversity of sacri- 
fices which were offered under the Law by the per- 
fection of the One Sacrifice ; accept the Oblation 
of Thy humble servants, and hallow it with the 
blessing vouchsafed to the Sacrifice of Abel ; that 
being by faith united to Christ, our Priest and 
Victim, we may present ourselves a Uving sacri- 
fice holy and well-pleasing unto Thee ; through, 

&c. 

After, Let us depart firom this Table like 
lions breathing fire, terrible to the devil, consider- 
ing Who is our Head, and how great is the love 
wherewith He hath loved us. 

O Lord Jesu Christ, Who hast ordained that 
Thy Body and Blood should be the Price of 
man's salvation, the Sacrifice of Thy Church, 
and the Nourishment of our weakness ; grant, we 
beseech Thee, that these Holy Things which 
Thou hast commanded us to receive in remem- 
brance of Thee may work in us everlasting 
salvation. Who livest, &c. 

Friday: The Passion. 
Before. Where shall the weak find sure and 
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safe security and rest save in the Saviour's 
"Wounds ? The more mighty He is to save, the 
more securely will I abide there. 

We beseech Thee, O Lord, that we may be 
purged from all transgressions by this Sacrifice, 
which when slain upon the Altar of the Cross 
took away all the sin of the world ; through, &c. 

After, "Worship we the Crucified, proclaim 
we the Cross of Christ, for saved by it we live ; 
the gates of hell tremble, the everlasting doors 
are lifted up, by this Sign we conquer. 

O Lord our God, Who daily in a Holy Mystery, 
dost show forth the Sacrifice once for all offered 
on the Cross; grant, we beseech Thee, that as 
often as we celebrate this Holy Sacrament we 
may perceive anew within ourselves the effect of 
Thy Redemption ; Who livest, &c. 

Saturday: The Dead. 

Before. Thou, O Grod, art praised in Sion, 
and to Thee shall the vow be performed in 
Jerusalem ; Thou that hearest the prayer unto 
Thee shall all flesh come. 

We offer unto Thee, O Lord, that holy Victim, 
by Whom the handwriting that was against us 
was blotted out ; and we beseech Thee that for 
His sake the sins of Thy faithful servants 
departed may be done away, that they may 
evermore sing praise imto Thee in the heavenly 
Jerusalem; through, &c. 

After, Turn again, then, unto thy rest, O my 
soul, for the Lord hath rewarded thee ; I will 
walk before the Lord in the land of the living. 
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We beseech Thee, O Lord, to turn unto 
eternal rest the souls for whom we offer Sacrifice 
unto Thee ; that as they sleep in Jesus, so they 
may with Him live in the hght of the living ; 
through, &c. 
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OLORD Jesu, let me know Thee, and know 
myself. 
Let me desire notliing, save Thee. 
Let me hate myself, and love Thee. 
"Whatever I love, let me love it because of Thee. 
Let me humble myself, and exalt Thee. 
Let me think of nothing, apart from Thee. 
Let me die to self, and five to Thee. 
Whatever shall happen, let me accept it from 

Thee. 
Let me deny myself, and go after Thee. 
And desire ever to follow Thee. 
Let me be counted worthy, because defended by 

Thee. 
Let me fear myself, and fear Thee. 
Let me be among those chosen by Thee. 
Let me distrust self, and trust Thee. 
Let me be ready to obey because of Thee. 
Let me cleave to nothing, except to Thee. 
Look upon me, that I may love Thee. 
Call me, that I may see Thee. 
And for ever enjoy Thee. Amen.
